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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

l. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

• Group I, claim(s) 1, 2, 6, and 7, drawn to a printing device including the feed 
devices being arranged vertically, one on top of the other, the application device 
being a stamp being movable in a vertical direction, and each feed device being 
associated with a print head. 

• Group II, claim(s) 1, 3, 8, and 12, drawn to a printing device including feed 
devices arranged along a longitudinal path, the application device being a stamp 
movable in a direction perpendicular to the longitudinal path, and an additional 
application device removing labels from the feed device and feeding them to a 
print head. 

• Group III, claim(s) 1, 4, and 5, drawn to a printing device including feed devices 
arranged along a path in the shape of a graduated circle, the application device 
being arranged so as to be centered within the path of the graduated circle. 

• Group IV, claim(s) 1, 9, and 10, drawn to a printing device including a single print 
head associated with the feed devices of which there are several and association 
of the print head with the respective feed device takes place via an adjustment 
device, the application device being coupled to the adjustment device. 

• Group V, claim(s) 1, 9, and 11**, drawn to a printing device including a single 
print head associated with the feed devices of which there are several and 
association of the print head with the respective feed device takes place via an 
adjustment device, the application device and the adjustment device can each be 
moved independently from each other along a single axis 



• Group VI, claim(s) 1 and 13, drawn to a printing device including the application 
device being operated pneumatically, hydraulically, or electrically. 
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• Group VII, claim(s) l and 14, drawn to a printing device including the application 
device being moved along multiple axes or in a rotary manner. 

**It is noted that claim 11 is currently dependent upon claim 8. However, it appears 
that applicant intended for claim 11 to depend upon claim 9 instead, since the term "the 
adjustment device" was only previously recited in claim 9. Therefore, the Examiner has 
assumed that claim 11 is intended to depend on claim 9 for the purpose of this 
restriction requirement. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I- VII do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 



3. Inventions I-VII are directed to related products. The related inventions are 
distinct if: (1) the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can 
have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect; (2) the 
inventions do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; and (3) the inventions as 
claimed are not obvious variants. See MPEP § 8o6.05(j). In the instant case, the 
inventions as claimed have a materially different design, mode of operation, function or 
effect as evidenced by their respective special technical features as recited in the 
dependent claim(s) of each invention. Furthermore, the inventions as claimed do not 
encompass overlapping subject matter and there is nothing of record to show them to be 
obvious variants.
